has been receiving a large number 
of communications inquiring about 
the bill he is drafting for introduc- 
tion in the coming legislature, de- 
signed to make the procedure in 
voting and,issuing 
bonds for ail 
governmental subdivisions of Ne- 
braska as nearly unifdrm as pos- 
sible, thus doing away with a mul- 
itiplicity of different provisions that 
now govern bonds of different kinds. 
Jn formulating this measure, Mr. 
Lawrence hopes to do away with 
much confusion, and' uncertainty 
relative to the Issuance of public 
securities, which in the past have 
led to numerous lawsuits. He gave 
out the following statement Satur- 
day:

- for Nebraska, which is .now being 
' prepared to be submitted to the 1927 
legislature, has attracted national 
and state-wide attention from finan- 
cial institutions, eastern financial 
papers, 
Nebraska municipalities,

Many letters 
have been received from institutions 
and individuals offering suggestions. 


Would Kelp Public Credit. 
"The act as a whole .purports to- 
be a uniform bond bill' providing 
limitations 
of 
indebtedness, and 
methods of procedure. , It contains 
mriay features .tending to eliminate 
the most objectionable abuses com- 
mon in municipal financing. 
The 


, effect. If the Hill Is-passed-, will'tin- 
.dpubtedly bo ' to, strengthen ma- 
terially the credit standing- of Ne- 
braska municipal bonds, and in the 
long run lave the taxpayers of the 
state many hundreds of thousands 
of dollars.

•"Should this, bill be enacted by 
the incoming'legislature without too 
many radical changes or amend- 
ments to suit, particular municipali- 
ties, it will be one" of the most im- 
portant acts -of the 1927 session, in 
:the matter of actually:saving;money 
/for the taxpayers of Nebraska. 
"To those who have felt that the 
practice of .our municipalities in 'the 
reckless piling up. of long time "in- 
debtedness, frequently to 
provide 


Improvements -which will be worn 
out long before the .bonds mature, 
ana of the people themselves who 
have authorized such -.obligations, 
would eventually lead to the break- 
ing down of our municipal credit 
structure, this new legislation should 
be-very.welcome..The municipal of- 
ficials who have been in the habit 
of spending beyond their appropria- 
tions, and meeting the deficiencies 
by-bond issues, or who have 'post- 
poned the maturity of all bonds, as 
long as possible, without making 
.provisions for sinking funds, realiz- 
ing that neither method would-ma- 
terially increase the immediate'rate' 
of the voters, will not look on the' 
law with favor. If the uniform law

could formerly issue bonds. Bonds 
issued for paving or repaying will 
be issued in nearly the same man- 
ner as they are now.: The new laV 
will provide for^the Issuance, of 
short time bonds to. take care of 
gravel districts and thus do away 
with financing, which has hereto- 
fore been illegal.

Declares Increase In Popu-

r,That war is caused by the lii- 
cre'nse'in poulatlon'and until that Is 
controlled will never" cease, Is'ths 
opinion-of Col. Te'nney Ross, chief, 
of'the staff of the seventh corps of 
the United States army,- which was 
stated at the meeting of the Pro-" 
fessional Men's Club Saturday eve- 
ning at the Lincoln hotel. 
He scoffed {at the Idea that the 
United States is becoming militar- 
istic by-,pointing to the figures of 
various standing armies 
of the 
world: ~,The" complete army of this 
nation now stands at 125^000, ac- 
cording to Col. Ross. He declared 
that, Russia has a standing force 
of 1,035,000; France a total of 725,> 
000 and Germany 250,000. 
By the treaty after the world war. 
Geramny was allowed only a forc-s 
of 100,000 men. 
However besides 
these • that country has a militar- 
ized police force, which CoL Ross 
said Is virtually the same as the 
army of 150,000. 
He spoke- with 
concern'' of conditions in Europe, 
declaring them to be threatening. 
He»reviewe'd the national defense 


act-of 1920 shqjving that it .cost in 
the fiscal" year 
ending-'June 30. 


1925, £264,000,000 to- maintain 
the 
military forces In the United States. 
This, he aid, Is only $2.24 pfer capi- 
ta. He ^recommends that about 
'?40,000,000 more be granted for this 
ue'e."The rate'of mobilization of sup- 
plies is far rnore_important, in time 
of war than the rate of mobilization 
of men," Col. Ross jJeclared. The 
war Department, he asserted, is do- 
ing this work and making'it possl- 
!>le to "have a smoothly-running ma- 
chine in case of a major emergen- 
cy. After the Spanish American 
war there ;was an', investigation 
about lack of supplies, Col. Ross 
said, and the officials during the 
world war, not wanting to -b3 
charged with this, stocked, supplies 
ignorantly to the limit. When, the 
war was over and a. check up made, 
according to the colonel, there were 
enough military harnesses to out- 
fit all of the horses in all armies, 
enough pie pans to supply 5,000,000 
men for ten- years 
and 
enough 
abdominal surgical-needles to, op- 
erate on the army of 5,000,000 men 
individually. 


Gives Underlying Cause. 


Coming to the cause of war, Col. 


Ross said that the; direct cause, WBLS 
seldom the real cause..,He clted^in- 
stances. of the Spanish American, 
Civil and World war declarations, 
saying that the minor incident .that 
provoked' the declaration had little 
to do with the real underlying cause 
which he feels is the increase ,in 
populatlon.- 
He showed how .the 
estimated 


population of the world had prac- 
tically trebled since 1S10, tlien being 
about 682,000,000 and in-1919,; 1,700,- 
000,-000. "We must feed these peo- 
ple", he~ declared, "on the sjame area, 
of ground. Unrestricted immigration 
lack of'birth control'-and' innumer- 
able other things are rapidly swell- 
ing the 
population total of - this 


country," He feels'that it is. a great 
danger to the people. 
In concluding he made a plea for.

States Flag association of which 
organization Mrs. Clarence S. Paine 
state regent of the Daughters of 
American Revolution, is a member 
Mrs. Paine's attention was called to 
the misuse of the flag during the 
parade Thursday honoring 
Vied 


President Dawes. 


For the assistance of those wh 


do not know the rules concernin 
the hanging of the flag, Mrs. Pain 
has sent in a full list compiled b 
the National Flag conference, con 
vened at the call of the America 
Legion 
in Memorial 
Continenta 


Washington, D. C., on Flag daj 
June 14, 1923. This conference wa 
composed 
of • delegates from th 


principal national patriotic, frater 
nal educational and civic organiza 
lions and a code for the use an 
care of the 
flag 
of the 
Unite 
States was adopted. This code wa 
revised and endorsed at the secon 
national flag conference in Wash 
ington, May 15, 1924. Following ar 
the rules sent in by Mrs. Pain 
which she suggests be cut out an 
kept for future reference: 
"^ 1. The flag should be displaye 
only from- sunrise to sunset, or be 
tween such hours as may be desig 
nated by proper authority. It shoul 
be displayed on national and, stat 
holidays, and* on historic and spe 
cial occasions. The flag should al 
ways be hoisted briskly and lowere- 
slowly and ceremoniously. 


2. When carried in a processior 


with another flag or flags, the fla; 
of the United States should b 
either, on the marching right, i. e 
the flags own right, or where ther 
is a line of other flags, the flag o 
the United States o America maj 
be in front of the center of tha 
line. 


3. When displayed' with anothe 


flag against a wall from crossec 
staffs, the flag of the United State: 
should be on the right, the flag': 
own right, and Its staff should bi 
in ront of the staff of the othe: 
flag. 
• 4. When a number of flags o 
states or cities or pennants of so 
cieties are grouped and displayed 
from staffs with the flag of th< 
United States, the latter should bi 
at the center or at the highes 
point of the group. 


5. When flags of states or citiei 


or pennants of 'societies are flown 
on flie same salyard with the flag 
of the United States the latter 
should always be at the peak. AVhen 
flown from adjacent staffs the flags 
of the United 
States should be 


hoisted first and lowered last. No 
such flag or pennant flown in the 
former position should be placed 
above or In the latter position to 
the Flag of the United States, i. e 
to the observer's left. 


6. When flags of two or more 


nations are displayed they should 
be flown from separate staffs of the 
same height and the flags should 
be approximately equal size. (In- 
ternational usage forbids the dis- 
play of the flag of one nation above 
that of another nation in time of 
peace. 


7. 
When the flag Is displayed 


from a staff projecting or at an 
angle from the window sill, bal- 
cony or front of building, the union 
of the flag should go clear to the 
peak of the staff unless the flag 
is at half staff. (When flag is sus- 
pended over .a sidewalk 
from 


rope, extending from a house to a 
pole at the edge of. the sidewalk 
the flag- should be hoisted out from 
the building towards the pole union 
first.) 


S. When the flag is being dis- 


played in a •manner other than by 
being flown from a staff it should 
be displayed flat, whether • indoors 
or out. When displayed either hor- 
izontally or vertically against a 
wall, the union should be uppermost 
and to- the flag's own right, i. e. 
to the observer's left. 
When "dis- 


played in a window .it should 
be 


displayed the same way, that Is, 
with the union or blue field to the 
:eft of the observer In the street. 
When festoons, rosettes or draplngs 
of blue, white and red are desired, 
bunting should be used, never the 
flag. 


9. When the flag is displayed 


over the middle of the street^ as be- 
tween buifdlngs, the flag should be 
suspended vertically with the union 
to the north-In an" east and west 
street or to the east in a north and 
south street. 


10. When -used on a speaker's 
platform, the-flag,,If displayed flat, 
ihould be displayed above and be- 
hind the speaker. If 'flown from a 
staff It should be in the position of 
tonor, at the speaker's right. It 
should, never be used to cover the 
speakers desk, or to drap over the 
front of. the platform.- 
11. "WTieri us-jd .In connection 


•with the- unveiling- of a statue or 
monument, the flag- should form a 
distinctive feature during the cere- 
mony but the flag 'itself should 
never be used as the' covering for 
the statue.

12. When flown at half-mast, the 


lag should be hoisted to the peak 
for."an instant,and'then lowered to!> 


the half-staff position; but before 
lowering the flag for the day it Is 
raised again, to the'.peak. By half- 
staff is meant hauling down the 
flag to one half the distance be- 
tween • the top and the bottom of 
the staff. 
If local conditions re- 


quire, divergence from this position 
is permissible. ' On Memorial day, 
May 30, the flag is displayed at'half 
mast from sunrise until noon and 
at full staff from noon until sun- 
set; for the nation lives and the 
flag is the symbol of the living na- 
tion.

13. Flags flown from fixed staffs 
are placed- at half staff to indicate 
mourning. 
"When the flag is dis- 


played .on .a small staff, as when 
carried in 
parade, 
mourning is 
indicated by attaching two stream- 
ers of black'crepe to the spear head, 
allowing the streamers to fall nat- 
urally. 
Crepe is used on the flag: 


staff only by order of the presi- 
dent. 
14. When used to cover a casket 
the flag should be placed so that 
the union is at the head and over 
the left shoulder. The1 flag should 
not be lowered into the grave nor 
allowed to touch the ground.

Uses G. 0. P. Figures To 


Show Bryan Left No 
. 


Shortage. 


Full responsibility for the present 


deficit of approximately 2 1-2 mil- 
lion dollars in the general fund of 
Nebraska rests upon the McMullen 
state administration and cannot be 
shifted back to the shoulders of 
former Governor Bryan and his 
colleagues of 1023 and 1924, 
de- 


clares William H. Smith, former 
state tax commissioner and can- 
didate on the democratic ticket for. 
state auditor at the coming election. 


"Not only the records of State 


Treasurer Robinson, a republican 
official, but also those of Governor 
McMullen's own finance department 
.prove that the deficit is a pro- 
duct of th)s administration and vas 
not inherited 
from 
ex-Governor 


Bryan," Mr. Smith asserted Sat- 
urday. 
The nominee for auditor proceed- 


ed to cite official figures which he 
Insists are a complete reflutation of 
claims put forth 
by. the 
present 


governor 
and 
State 
Accountant 


Sommer as to the big shortage m 
the general fund being duo to un- 
paid debts left over from the pre- 
ceding administration. 


"It is well 
known by everone 


familiar with the handling of state 
funds," said Smith, "that approp- 
riations are made by each legisla- 
ture for a biennial period beginning 
Jul 1 in. each odd-numbered ear 
and ending June 30 of the second 
year following. No state adminis- 
tration can lawfully spend more 
money than the legislature 
ap- 


propriates. 


Unspent Appropriations Lapse. 
"It is'albo well known that when 


the biennium entis on June 
_30, 


all appropriations for 
that bien- 


nium lapse and revert back into the 
Ureasury,^ except when," contracts 
have been made calling for pajment 
when work is completed after that 
date. 
"The biennium of former Gover- 


nor Bryan closed on June 30, 1925, 
which was 6 months after Gover- 
nor McMullen took office 
I find 


b the report of 
State 
Treasurer 


Robinson on that date that the 
general fund was credited with a 
balance of ?44,OOQ. 


"Now, 
if Governor McMullen and 


State Accountant Sommer are right 
in their contention that a 
huge 


amount of indebtedness was 
left 


over frcjm Bryan's administration, 
it would have, showmup somewhere 
at the time the books were closed 
for the fiscal biennium. But the 
state treasurer, It seemes, did not 
know of any such indebtedness. 


Dalbey Found no Deficit. 


"What is more directly to the 


point, Governor McMullen's 
own 


finance secretary, Dwight S. Dal- 
bey, 
seems to have had no knowl- 


edge ot it; for in his monthlj' sum- 
mary dated June 30, 1925, he listed 
only $400,000' of 'accounts paj'able' 
then owing by all departments of 
the state government 


"The greater part uf 
this, 
no 


doubt, was on accounts made be- 
fore the biennium clobed, but not 
yet completed. If tncrc was $44,- 
000 In the general fund, ab Treas- 
urer Robinson reported, than the 
net indebtedness could have been 
over $356,000 at the most 
Nor is 


that chargable in any way to the 
Bryan administration, because the 
state treasurj' had just been called 
upon to paj' an old state highway 
and budge deficit left over fiom the 
McKelvie adi/inlstratlon two yea.rb 
previous, which amounted to $500,- 
000, more or less 


"A state tax levy amply sufiicicnt 


for all current 
needb had 
been 


made by the Brj'an administration 
in 1924, but some of the revenue 
derived from it was diverted to pay 
o ffthe half-million-dollar McKel- 
\lc deficit. 
Except for that, 
the 


state general fund would have had 
a balance of ovei $500,000 on June 
JO, 1925, which would have been 
enough to cover the $400,000 of un- 
completed obligations 
and 
leave 


?100,000 as a cash balance on hand. 


Clean Slate at Turnover. 


"It ls evident, therefore, taking 


Finance Secretary Dalbey's figures 
as authority, that Governor Bryup 
turned the state government over 
to his successor free of any in- 
debtedness 
incurred 
under 
liis 


authority. 


"Let us now pass to what has 


happened since the opening of the 
present biennium, July 1, 1925, dur- 
ing which Governor McMullen and 
his appointees have been continu- 
ously in charge of the state's af- 
fairs. 


"We find that this administration 


not only Increased states taxes 30 
per cent in 1925 but also had at its 
disposal the proceeds of the gaso- 
line tax and 30 per cent of the pro- 
ceeds of motor vehicle license fees 
—two entirely new sources of state 
revenue 
which 
Governor, Bryan 


naver had to sepnd. 
- 


"We find than June 30 this j'ear

of 
Insulation which 
causes considerable loss through 
leakage. This is particularly true in 
circuits carrying- radio frequency 
currents. The springs in such sock- 
ets are likewise bad in that they 
are made from some metal with 
little or no temper and when they 
are bent down by the tube prongs, 
they do not spring back. This re- 
sults in a loose contact which will 
in a majority of cas*» cause noise 
in the signals. Weak sigtnals often 
result from a spring being bent 
down so far that it does not make 
good contact with the tube. This 
may be rememdied by bending the 
spring up with a loop of wire. The 
batteries 
should bo disconnected 


from the set before attempting this, 
however.- "Where 
corrosion 
has 


caused a poor contact, the tube may 
be removed from the socket and the 
prongs rubbed across a. piece of 
paper a few times. The springs of 
the socket may be cleaned with a 
piece of fime sandpaper or an ink 
eraser. 


For the Notebook. 
Poor soldering Is the main trouble 
with home-made receiving sets. 
A "small ''B" battery shoiild only 


be used on one tube, or portable 
sets. 
The hand of an old clock can be 
used as a pointer in adjusting and 
lodging dials. 
A storage battery should not be 
allowed to get so low that It is 
difficult to hear stations. 
One of the best methods of clean- 
ing files, whether fine or course, is 
to rub them with a piece of coke. 


The amuioter will indicate any 
short circuit except ono which oc- 
curs between tho battery and tho 
switch bus wire. • 


AVheu several 'low-powered sta- 
tions are difficult to separate and 
bring in clearly, increase tho de- 
tector and amplifier filament volt- 
age slightly. 


Voltage readings are «ot much 
good on a radio battery because 
the d>ain is usually so low. A hy- 
drometer should always be used and 
the battery should not get below 
1200. 


AVlth any of the standard five and 
six tubes receivers now 
ou the 
market, the length of the aerial 
should total not less than 80 or 80 
feet for good results, and need not 
exceed 160 or 160 feet.

AIR SERVICE !N GERMANY. 


, To the- people of the United States, where air pas- 
senger transportation has gone but little beyond the 
conversation stage, the progress that has been made 
along this line in Germany is little short of amazing. 
In fact it is a source of continuing astonishment to 
those of the other European nations, most of which 
are ahead of the United States in the aerial trans- 
port field. 


In 1921, according to "L'A\enir" of Paris, the Junk- 


e ers Air Navigation company of Germany had eleven 


planes, -which covered 350,000 kilometers and trans- 
ported 2,230 persons; j.in 1922 it had twenty-£lv,; 
planes '-which fcovered 536,253 kilometers and carried 
^ll.OQ^passengers. In 1923 there were sixty planes 
.covering 1.266^763 kilometers and transporting 25.- 
509 "peopleVand in 1924 seventy-eight planes covered 
1,675,375 kilometers aad carried 40,298 persons. 


The greatestMncrease in"business was shown dxir- 


lng'1925, however, for during that year the aircraft 
of the company mentioned made. 30,000 lllchts, trans- 


-\portlng- 93,342 passengers, 370 tons of freight and 250 
tons of mail. The distance covered -was 4,7S4,756 kil-

NEBRASKA'S VOTE INCREASING. 


So far as Nebraska is concerned, it would 
appear 


that the campaign to increase interest in election's 
was succeeding splendidly. The largest vote ever cast 
in this state was at a general elections-participated in 
1924, 
when, a totaj of 471,600 Nebraskans visited the 


polls. Even a liteless, dull primary election in 192C 
drew a more general ballot than any previous con- 
test of this character, 'jjrhere were 270,958 votes .cast 
in the primary last August, which is nearly 40,000' 
more than in 1922, another off year. 


Since 1920,-the first election participated in bv thc 


women of Nebraska, the vote has increased from 390,- 
S33 to 471,600. 


No other state m the union has a more, enviable 


showing than Nebraska in this particular. Estimates 
of the total eligible vote vary but It is placed at be- 
tween 550,000 and 000,000. On this basis, it appears 
that appioximaiely 75 per cent of the eligible voters in 
Nebraska performed their duty. The a-verage for_ thj; 
nation was 60 percent in the election of 1924, while in 
1920 
it was but slightly more than 50 percent. 


But even this showing offers *,'- valid reason for 


relaxing the efforts to bring a larger representation 
to the polls on election day. Prior to 1900 more than 
SO percent of the eligible vote of America was cast 
in each election. In a democracy the dangers of the 
failure of a large proportion of the.citizenship to ex- 
ercise its franchise privileges cannotibc over estimated. 
It means government by minority, which in the end 
signifies government in the interest of a few. Every 
man and woman who has a right to vote should takj 
the -€ew minutes which that task requires and cast a 
ballot in the general election next month. 


A SPLENDID/RECORD.

One of the stumbling blocks to the development of 


river navigation has been the charge that it could 
not be made profitable. 


When the government took over tlie operation of 


the barge line on the Mississippi during the war, it 
sustained losses in operation. It took' property val- 
ued at $750,000 and converted It into a payin-^ line 
which,was recently appraised at ?10,000,000—a very 
splendid achievement. "Waterway transportation .TVa^ 
comparatively restricted in those first years and the 
tonnage handled in this manner much smaller than it 
has been in the last few yeats. For the first eight 
months of 1926, there was an additional 200,000 tons 
of. freight handled by the barge lines on the Missis- 
sippi over a year ago. Evenr bushel of wheat trans- 
ported by water represented a saving of 7 cents -i 
bushel in comparison to treight costs by rail be- 
tween Nebraska and Chicago. The average saving on 
all freight handled was $1.25 a ton. The real battle 
over waterway transportation will be 'fought in the 
next session of congress. 
Measurable progress was 


made at the last congress upon the insistent demand 
of the central west. But before any actual realization 
of the hope of this section can be had, it will be ne- 
cessary to secure definite approval ofrthe waterway's 
project, with appropriations for carrying the work 
forwaid. The last congress gave its approval to the' 
program but neglected to provide thc sinews of -war " 


A NEBRASKA POTATO ASSOCIATION. 


Another triumph for co-operative marketing where 


it is intelligently and efficiently managed, is found 
m the report of the Potato 
Growers' 
association 


which maintains headquarters at Mornll in the west- 
ern part of Nebraska. 


The organization did not' attempt to take in too 


much ground at the start. It was launched with an 
original capital stock paid in of $2,000. During tho 
season which has closed, it shipped 812 carloads of 
potatoes,, or .ApproximateJy 2,000,000 bushels 
In addi- 


tion to paying an 8 percent dividend, it distributed an 
$8,000 melon among the growers who comprise ltd 
membership. 


In another year the Merrill Potato association will 


increase Its activities. 
It has already signed forty 


new mem-oers who will grow potatoes in 1927. Its ' 
success is described by the management to be the re- 
sult of conscientious work on the part of members 
Careful sorting, grading and packing of the crop en- 
abled its shipments to command the h:ghest market 
prices at -.lie southern points to which the majority 
of it was shipped. That is a leaf torn from the ex- 
periences of the California fruit growers, who found 
:t immensely profitable to take every precaution pos- 
sible in order to insure only first class fruit found 
Us way to the market 


Co-operative effort In Nebraska has-been uniform- 


ly successful wherever organizations were -willing to 
make an unpretentious start. The 
trouble comes 


when too ambitious programs are projected without 
taking the tune necessary to build up the or-anlza- 
tion.

Cousin Noted Sir Ehmc Howards Ability ~ 


As Linguist And Started Him In Diplomacy 


"One 
night they put it over."

Thirty-five years ago 
thc man 


who now holds one of the most im- 
portant 
diplomatic posts in 
the 


\\ orld. ir Esme Howard, ambassa- 
dor from Great Britain to the Unit- 
ed States, being then' twenty-eight 
years of age and having already 
had seven years of experience in 
the realm of diplomacy, grew weary 
of life in embassies and decided to 
quit it and see more of the world 
than can be bur\eyed from the cap- 
itals of Europe. 


Ensuing experiences 
ultimate^ 


led him back 
to the -diplomatic 


game, but before this took place he 
wrote more than one adventurous 
chapter into his life and, truth to 
tell, almost inscribed a "finis' at 
the' conclusion of one 
of 
these 
chapters. 


It was 1S91. and 
Howard 
was 


third secretary to the embassy 
in 


Berlin, when he decided to resign. 
Monumental 
British 
enterprises 


were then atoot in South Africa. The 
South African Gold company had 
just been chartered and all sorts of 
persons were bbound Africaward In 
search of the shining metal. How- 
ard joined in the quest, sailing to 
Cape Colony and then travelling by 
ox wagon to Fort Salisbury, almost 
to Zambesi, a five months' journey. 


Gold digging didn't produce any 


prospects that looked payable, so 
the future ambassador footed it out 


the coast,''a trudge of some 300 


miles, got aboard a vessel at Beiia 
and 
returned 
to 
England, 
lie 


brought back little but experience 
and a fairish knowledge of the Boer

Language Ability Helped Him. 


However, this latter circumstance 


was important, for, years later after 
lie had stood for parliament and 
been def^ted, ai d after 
he had 


made a voyage to Brazil In the inr 
terest of * syndicate which had a 
plan- to p.ant lubber trees. 
but 


which plan was not a success, he 
decided to go back to Africa. The 
South Afucan war had broken out 
and Howard concluded that bccalse 
of his ability to speak Boer Dutch 
he might be of use in the war. 


Ho enlisted as a trooper in thc 


imperial yeomanry, but 
ill 
luck 


soemed to be dogging him In those 


days. He was captured by tTie Boers 
and fell sick of typhoid. 
Here is where the interesting car- 


eer of Esme Howaid almost ended. 
His illness lasted for months. Then, 
when he was finally convalescent, 
the fortunes of war decreed that the 
commando which held him prison- 
er should ha^e to be changing base 
constantly. 


The doctor attending him had 


taken a deep interest in this young 
Englishman, 
whose 
antecedents 


were so p alnly distinguished- 


"I will be frank,1' he s>ald. "You 


are on tl»e way to complete recov- 
ery—if you can have quiet. But if 
you are to be moved about with the 
commando, it will Kill you." 
. Now the doctor must have known 
that if the prisoner didn't go with 
the commando he could only do one 
thing—plot an escupe.

"My father was the conservative 
member for an adjoining constitu- 
ency," said Mr. Baldwin. "He and 
I spoke against you in that cam- 
paign." 
In the matter of Sir Esme's ap- 
pointment as ambassado.r to tho 
United States Mr. Baldwin was en- 
tirely agreeable. But ho never had 
tho -pleasure of formally ratifying 
it.
